Death Attends the Corona- 


tion Feast. 


SCENES 
BEYOND DESCRIPTION 


More Than Eleven Hundred People 


Trampled to Death by the 


Multitudes.

Moscow, May 30.— A terrible panic, 


resulting from the gnat crush of people 
at tbe popular feast held here today in 
honor of tbe coronation of the Czar, 
caused the trampling to death of many 
people. 


In anticipation of the grand holiday 


and popular banquet on Kohdineko 
KhodlnkiuBje plain tens of thousands of 
people began trooping towards Petro- 
visky Palace, ia froot of which the plain 
is situated, this morning. In fact thou- 
sands reached the grounds last evening 
and camped there or in tbe immediate 
Ticinity in order to make sore of obtain- 
ing good positions today. 


On tbe plain longHnes of rough tables, 


flanked by rougher benches, bad been 
erected. It was arranged to accommo- 
date 500,000 people. To feed the multi- 
tude an army of cooks and waiters was 
gathered together, the army bako houses 
were taxed to their utmost and 500,000 
mugs, each bearing portraits of the Czar 
and Czarina, were ordered for presenta- 
tion to the people taking part in the 
banquet. ThoiieandB of head of cattle, 
train loads of provisions and shiploads 
of liquid refreshments were sent to the 
plain, and this morning all was in raadi- 
nesa for tho Kijrantic feast. 


By;dawn today the mass of peisanta 


about the tables was really enormous, 
and all were desperately hungry, some 
having faeted nearly twenty-tour hours. 
The police did everything possible to 
keep back the crowd, but suddenly the 
maasea pressed forward, swept every- 
thing before them, overturned tables 
and benches, trampling hundreds under 
foot and crushing the life out of a great 
number. 


It is officially announced that about 


1000 persons were killed in the terrible 
disaster. 


Among the dead found on Kohdiusko 


Khodiiikinaje plain were ladies evidently 
of hinh rank, dreaaed in the finest silk 
and bedecked with the richest jewels. 
The police barracks, to which the bod- 
ies of the dead were taken by the au- 
thorities, are besieged with people clam- 
oring for newa of friends and relatives. 
Tbe scenes at the barracks are terrible 
in the extreme. The remains of the 
dead will be conveyed to the cemetery, 
where a large morgue is to be located. 
The disaster, aa now explained, was due 
mainly to the absence of tho police who 
had had not arrived at so early an hour. 


Fully 200,000 persons of all grades of 


society had gathered together on the 
plain at the time the disaster occurred. 
Only about 1000 attendants; were in 
charge and they seemed to be unable to 
control the mob. 
t. Hoping to lessen the pressure of the 
moving towards a common center, they 
tossed the presents and packages Into 
tho midat of the crowd. This seemingly 
precipitated tho panic, elnce n scramble 
to catch gifts ensued, and the hollow 
piece of ground near the center formed 
a death trap (or thousands. The build- 
Ings on all Bidea of the plain, where, by 
the way, Napoleon once concentrated 
hia troops before moving upon this city, 
are in many cases being used as tem- 
porary hospitals, anil tho soldiers have 
been rendering great service in remov- 
ing the dead. Further 
time must 


elapse before accurate' figures as to tho 
number actually killed and tho number 
of persons who are victims of the disas- 
ter but are only suffering from Injuries, 
is ascertained. But there is no doubt 
the estimate ot 1000 victims cannot be 
far from right. 


This may be said to have put an end 


to all coronation festivities, certainly so 
for aa the general public ia concerned. 
The disaster occurred between 5 and G 
o'clock this morning. It was intended 
the banquet should commence before 
noon, but the immense throng which 
had gathered became so dense that the 
attendants 
were 
overpowered 
and 


thrown to the ground in tho mad strug- 
gle which commenced for food and the 
gifts, and many of theso attendants are 
amonti the dead. The police made des- 
perate efforts to control the people, hut 
all their attemps proved futile, and 
men, women and children were tram- 
pled upon by hundreds, the shrieks and 
groans of tbe victims being heard from 
afar. 
For a time the officials in charge of 


tbe banquet lost their heads entirely. 
The crowds seemed to have gone mad 
with rage and excitement, shouting, 
cursinz and yelling aa they'pasaed on- 
ward over a path strewn with dead and 
dying human beings. Eventually, how- 
ever, some show of . order was restored 
by tbe troopa which were hastily sum- 
moned, and then began the work of ex- 
tricating the dead and injured, ranging 
them on the ground in groups of ten, 
twenty and thirty at every hundred 
yards or eo, ami the dispatching to the 
city as speedily aa possible in military 
transport wagons, furniture vans, feed 
wagons, etc., the injured, giving prefer- 
ence at first to women and children. 


Some terrible heartrending scenes 


were witnessed among the survivors 
who were seeking relatives among the 
victims. The fatter wore mostly peaa- 
anta and few of them have as yet been 
identified. Many of the heads were 
trampled to a shtipeleea jelly. . 


So immense was the concourse on the 


plain that hundreds of them were no! 
aware for eouie time that a diaastcr had 
occurred, for there was noise caused by 
the celebration, by the bands and all 
Other entertainments. Yet the work of 
gathering up the dead was in progress 
m another part of tbe plain. 


It was not until nearly 10 o'clock 


tonight that the facts of the disaster 
were made public^ the police claiming 
that this was done m order • not to put a 
sudden atop to tho foativitiea on tbo 
plain, which would have resulted in a 
?anic and etill more serious loss of life, 


he people in thia city are slow to be- 


lieve the disaster is aa great as reported. 
A bulletin says that 313 bodies have 
been recovered and that 470 persona 
have been injured. But very shortly 
afterward, at 11 o'clock exactly, an offi- 
cial notice was posted Baying the Hat of 
dead total up to 1135 persona, including 
those who died from injuries after being 
removed from the plain. The Czar has 
given 1000 roubles to each bereaved 
family and will bury the victims at hia 
expense.

Cloudburst at Seneca— Houses 


Washed Away.

When the "Wileon V1^ VflB firet passed, 


and the wheels of ii jfltistry begfin again. 
to turn in respoijue lo tbe demands of 
markets laid br.-eby the etacuation of 
the manufactnUnc industry which had 
for months 'prevailed, our Democratic 
contemporaries quoted very freely from 
the reports of R. G. Dun-A Co. to prove 
\heir contention that cheaper foreign 
goods and free raw materials were ex- 
Hctly the things needed to inaugurate a 
revival of industry and an era of good 
times. 


The reports as well as the conditions 


»t that time afforded considerable en- 
couragement, and the hope wae freely 
expressed in Republican papers that the 
Iree traders had not been able to go lar 
enough with their policy as expressed 
through the Wilson tariff to destroy the 
prosperity that had BO long prevailed 
under the protective system.

I believe that the 
convention will for the most part be 
composed of men whose first desire is to 
bold the party together for future use- 
fulness, and are ready to make conces- 
siono to that end.
